Certein number of vacancies in direct recruitment 
quota of Grade C of the Central Secretariat Steno¬ 
graphers’ Service have been remaining unfilled either 
due to shortage of qualified candidates or non-join¬ 
ing of some of the candidates nominated by the Staff 
Selection Commission.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that sucli marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do 
it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons.

(3) An authorised packer, may, after obtaimng 
prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
or an officer authorised in this regard, mark hi.s 
private trade mark or trade brand label on the con¬ 
tainer provided that the private trade mark, trade 
brand label does not represent quahty or grade differ¬ 
ent from that indicated by the grade designation mark 
affixed on the container in accordance with these 
rules. 

8 . Special conditions of certificate of authorisa¬ 
tion.—In addition to the conditions specified under 


sub-ruie (8) of rule 3 of the General Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1988, the follov.ung shall be the 
special conditions of every certificate of authonsa- 
tion issued for the purpose^ of these rules— 

(1) The Certificate of authorisation shall be 
granted to a person or a body of persons 
who own suitable machinery for grinding 
or milling wheat and have provision to 
manufacture only whole meal atta at a 
particular point of time. Other products of 
wheat viz. suji and maida shall not be 
manufactured on the same line simulta¬ 
neously. 

(2) The authorised packer shall either set up 
his own laboratory as per the prescribed 
norms or have access to an approved grad¬ 
ing laboratory for analysis of wheat atta. 

(3) The premises shall be maintained in hy¬ 
gienic conditions and all the operatives 
shall be in sound health and free from any 
infection, contagious or communicable 
disease. 

9 . Repeal and savings,—The Wheat Atta Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1%1 are hereby repealed with¬ 
out affecting the previous operation of thei said rules 
or anything duly done or suffered thereunder.

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(4) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended 
to these rules." 

3. In rule 2A as so renumbered of the said rules, 
for the word and figures “Schedules II to VII” the 
words and figures “Schedules 11 to \III” shall be 
substituted. 

4. in rule 3 of the said rules, aftcT the words and 
figures “Schedules II tc VII” the words and figures 
"and in columns 2 to 4 of Schedules VIH” sh^l be 
lidded at the end.
